The education of the rising generation is the most sacred trust 
with which we are charged. Their training in the schools will di- 
temine not only wliat their own personal destiny is to be, but also 
the future of society. As they are afforded or deprived of advantages 
in the formative period of lifi/ so the world will go, SO the progress 
of the race will be promoted or impeded. 

Kentucky ranks far down 'toward the bottom in educational 
progress. Not many stati s are behind us in the total amount of 
money expended. for education, in salaries paid the teaching force, in 
the equipment provided, in«the character of the school houses main- 
tained, ill the ref,'ula!- attendance of eiiildren of school age, in the 
floor space provided, in the sanitary arrangements, in suitable sites 
lor schools* and in the miniunim length of the school terra. 

There are many schools with terms of only five mouths; with 
teachers whose salaries ai* below five hundred a jrear; with no water- 
closets at all; with totally inadequate heating and ventilation; and 
with seats with no backs. 

There are liteitelly hundreds and tHoiitsahds of thes^ schools. 
Funds, under the proposed amendment, would be .ivailable for tlie 
correction of such evile. iloreover, with the remoial of the office of 
{inperintendent from politics, and with tenure of office, adequate sal- 
orj' and the opportunity presented to formulate a continuous educa- 
tional policy, a big, broad minded, scientific, trained and conserva- 
tive man could always be secured and given the power and leadership 
in the educational life of Kentu cky.— Lexing ton Leader.

i'aul and Silas are now rcallzlnt; 
t the fulfillment ef this prophecy, and 
j Timothy and Dr. Luke, who have 
I Joined them are having a taste of per- 
' lecution also. We find this advanee 
Kuard of Christian civilisation in the 
city of Philllpl, In Macedonia — named 
fir tbe father of Alexander tbe Great 
—preaching tbe gospel. Tbe Holy 
Spirit writes conviction on ^ woman 
rortune-iellar, and she declares that 
iheBe men are the servants of the 
.MoHt HlRh God. She follows these men 
llirouKh the Btreet.s iiroclalmlnR this 
fact. Paul turns upon her and com- 
mands the "spirit of divination to 
come out of her." This ended her for- 
tune telling and the men who had 
profited by hei> art were angry when 
they saw "the hope of their gains was 
gone," and they had Paul and 8>lu ar- 
jiested, tried "for teaching easterns not 
lawful for Romans to receive," con- 
demned, puniabed by "beating -tbem 
with many atrlpee" and eaat bito 
prison. 

'At midnight Paul und Silas prayed 
and sanB praises unto God." Suddenly 
a erent earthquake shook the founda-

mit suicide wben^'Paul stopped biro, 
crying out: "We 'are all harej The 
Jailer and Ma honaahold ware (ion- 
verted. It wu ,a great occaalon. God 
was bearing testimony to tbe divinity 
of their comnttssion, and His power to 
snvp 111011 from sin, and He Is still 
savin's men through the preaching of 
the gospel by heaven-appointed men. 

Prom Phillppl this company of evan- 
gelists proceed to Thessalonica, pass- 
ing through the large cities of Am- 
phlpoils and Appolonla, perhapa be- 
cause there wu no synagogue or Jews 
there.

These Jews scatter- 
ed through all the eitiei of the Levant, 
taught the great doctrine of one Gcd..

The teaehers of false religions everv- 
where oppose the teaching of God's 
Word and so do business men whrn 
its teaching Interfere with their 
profits. 

The Vast India Company refused to 
oanf Bobert Morrlaoa to India in 
tbeir shipa becaose they thooCht that 
the introduoUon o( Ohrfstianlty iiito 
that country would Interfere with tbair 
business. Men In both heathen and 
"hrlstlan nations are so blinded by aln^ 
that ihey stand in the way of thsir 
highest and best interests. Such is 
poor, fallen, degenerate man HU be is 
reenewcd In rIKbteOQBBaae bf.OW pow- 
er of Ood.
